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NEW YORK— CBS today reported announcement 
by ABSIE (American Broadcasting Station in Europe), 
operated by the OWI, that the Germans have surrendered 
unconditionally. 
(The ABSIF statement was recorded from the dr 
almost at the same time that Gen. Eisenhower’s headquar­ 
ters announced officially that no such announcement had 
as yet been made and no story to that effect as yet au­ 
thorized.) 
According to CBS, ABSIE said: 
“Germany has surrendered unconditionally. Ameri­ 
can, British and Soviet representatives have accepted the 
surrender of the German armed forces at General Eisen­ 
hower s headquarters near Rheims, in France, where the 
official announcement was made. 
“Col. Gen, Gustav Jodi, new German Army Chief of 
Staff, signed for Germany. 
“The war is over officially in Europe. I he world now 
awaits the official proclamation of V-E Day by President t{ 
Truman, Churchill and Stalin.”
